SHOT TO SAVE LIFE, 


DECLARES SLAYER 


J. E. McGee, of Miami, in 


Whoge Room Shooting 


Occurred, Admits He 
Fired Fatal Bullet. 


One man is dead and three are being 
held at police headquarters on charges 
of suspicion, as the result of a shoot- 
ing ina room on the fourth floor of a 
prominent downtown hotel early this 
morning. 

The victim was identified as Hoke 
S. David, of 1118 Glennwood avenue. 
S. KE. David is said to have been weil- 
known to police and to the sporting 
fraternity of Atlanta. 

The three men, found in the room 
where the body was discovered, and 
who now are being held pending a 
thorough investigation are: 

J. E. McGee, of Miami, Fla., 
whose room David was killed. 
Gee admits the shooting. 

J. E. Fitzpatrick, who lives in the 
hotel. 

A man who gave the name of Thomas 
and a Highland avenue address. Po- 
lice said that the name was an alias 
and that the prisoner was Emmett 
Marks, well known in the gambling 
world of Atlanta. 

Story of McGee. 

The only story the police have of 
the shooting is that given to them by 
McGee. He said that he and his two

friends were in his room when Dayid 


The visitor, he said, appeared 
to have been drinking. McGee said 
that he had never met David before 
and did not even know his name. 
David, he said, proposed - that = th> 
four engage in a game of craps, and 
when he refused to participate and or- 


dered him out of his room the intrud-" 
er angered at his refusal, drew a 


knife from his pocket and began slash- 
ing at him. WHe exhibited to police a 
cut on one hand to substantiate his 
statement, 

Feeling that his life was in danger 
he drew his gun in self-defense, he 
claims. MeGee said that he had kept 
backing away from David to get out 


of his way and that he lost: his bal- 
ance and fell on the bed. 
Fires Fatal Bullet. 

While still on the bed, he said, he 
opened fire at his pursuer, firing 
twice. One bullet struck David in 
the breast, under his heart, causing 
almost instant death. The other shot 
missed, hitting the ceiling. The flat- 
tened ball fell to the floor. 

The house detective heard the shots 
and notified police. When they ar- 
rived the dead man, the slayer and 
his two friends were in the room. 
two witnesses to the shooting con- 
firmed the story as told by McGee 
but refused to add to it. 

When taken to police station the 
man who gave his name as Thomas 
was identified at once by Captain 
Grover Fain as Emmett Marks. 

An ambulance carried David to 
Grady hospital but he was dead when 
the body arrived.

ARREST TWOMEN 


Pierce County Man Found 
| Nude by Roadside, 
Beaten to Death and 
Robbed. 


Blackshear, Ga., August 28.—(/)— 
Dan Tyre and John Douglas were ar- 
rested here today in connection with 
the slaying of Ira B. Byrd, Pierce 
county farmer, whose badly decom- 
posed body was found by officers late 
last night between Bristol and Pat- 
terson. 

Byrd had left his home near Bris- 
tol late Saturday afternoon, with 
about $540 on his person. When he 
did not return by Sunday night, his 
family called on Lierec county offi- 
cers for aid in lovating bim 

Wagon tracks led the officers to 
a lonely spot off the highway where 
the body of Byrd was found, with 
the skull crushed apparently by a 
heavy blow. The murdered farmer 


had been stripped of his clothing. 

Tracing the wagon tracks, the of- 
ficers found the vehicle, wifh the mule 
still in harness. Bloodstains in the 
wagon indicated that it had been used 
to convey the victim to the spot where 
his mutilated body was found. 

The mule and wagon were taken to 
Byrd’s home where they: were identi- 
fied by Mrs. Byrd. Bloodstains were 
found in the house, and on an axe 
that is believed to have been the im- 
plement used to crush Byrd’s skull, 
it was said.

State Auditor Replies to 
Questions Concerning 
Charges by Governor 
Hardman Last Sunday. 


EXPLAINS TERMS 
USED IN REPORT 


Says He Believes Legis- 
lative Action Necessary 
To Return Participation 
Funds. 


Following the publication of sensa- 
tional charges of “waste” in the state 


of maladministration in that depart- 
ment by Governor L. G. Hardman, 
the highway department Monday 
wrote to Sam J. Slate, state auditor, 
seeking specific information from that 
official concerning data contained in 
the governor's statement and also in- 
formation concerning the number of 
automobiles used by the department. 

In a reply to the state highway de- 
partment Tuesday, the auditor fur- 
nishes the information secught and 
upon which some of the charges of 
the governor were based. 

Three questions are asked the au- 
ditor by the highway department. In 
the first the auditor is asked to ex- 
plain what “county participation” 
means. In the second, he is asked 
to explain what the term “income in- 
cumbrance” means. In the third, he 
is asked to explain methods of with- 
drawal of money from the. state treas- 
ury by the highway department. He 
is also asked to name the date the 


1927 report of an audit.of the high- 
way department was filed with the 
governor. 


Hardman’s Charges. 


Governor Hardman, in his state- 
ment, charged that the state highway 
department has accrued indebtedness 
of more than $30,000,000 while the 
total bonded indebtedness of the state 
is only $3,000,000. He declared that 
the highway department has_ spent 
$100,000,000, counting its accrued in- 
debtednegss, and cannot point to one 
completed “‘across the state” highway. 
He charged that much of the money 
received by the department is expend- 
ed in luxuries, in maintaining larze 
office staffs and large clerical forces. 


Use of Automobiles. 


In addition the governor charged 
that the state highway department has 
been “grossly extravagant” in the 
purchase of automobiles. He stated 
that these automobiles have _ been 
bought for the use of clerks and sten- 
ographers and that as soon as the 
cars show a little sign of wear they 
are “traded in” for new. machines. 
The governor made many other spe- 
cific charges of mal-administration 
and charged that the department has 
in no way produced the results its ex- 
penditures “should justify’ in road 
building in Georgia. 

Mr. Slate, in his reply to the high- 
way department, said he had furnish- 
ed information to the governor con 
cerning the number of automobiles op- 
erated by the department, total num- 
ber of gallons of gasoline and the cost 
of operating the cars for the first six 
months of 1928 at the governor’s re- 
quest in a letter sent him August 10. 
Mr. Slate answered other specific ques- 
tions asked by the highway depart- 
ment,

LEAVES. HUNDREDS 
SOLATED IN STATE 


Darien Highways Deep 
Under Water as MclIn- 
tosh County Is Ravaged; 
Red Cross Aids. 


Savannah, Ga., August 25.—()— 
With the Altamaha river at flood 
stage tonight 150 families were ma- 
rooned in their homes in McIntosh 
county and the waters continued to 
spread over that section, while the lo- 
cal Red Cross sent outboard motors 
and emergency supplies to the sub- 
merged areas, 

Traffic over hivhway No. 23 was 
suspended between Darien and Cox, 
and Darien and Townsend, with the 
route under more than three feet of 
water in some places. 

In Warsaw the water was reported 
to be three feet in depth, and slowly 
rising. Crews were reinforcing the 
highway across the delta at Darien, 
where the river was high, though it 
had not reached flood level. 

Under the leadership of Dr. W. J. 
Long, chairman of the relief commit- 
tee in 1925, the committee has been 
reorganized and has aided the farmers 
in moving their stock to higher 
ground. 

In addition to two outboard motors 
and other supplies which have already 
been sent to the stricken area by the 
Savannah Red Cross a truck load of 
food supplies will be sent to Town- 
send tomorrow. The National Red 
Cross has sent a representative, Mrs. 
Edith McAllister, to take charge of 
relief work ‘from the organization’s 
office here. 

While some crop damage was re- 
ported tonight no estimates of the 
total damage to agriculture was ayvail- 
able.

The budget of the ‘national demo- 
cratic committee, Raskob said, calls 
for $4,000,000 to be raised énd spent 
during the presidential campaign, 
This is an increase of $1,000,000 over 
the budget announced in New York 
July 26, be said. 

“The republicans have set their goal 
as from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000, but 
I have information that it is between 
$6,000,000 and $8,000,000,” Raskob 
said. 

Turning to farm relief, Raskob said 
the east “has never understood the 
farm problem.” 

“IT have never met a man, inchud- 
ing myself, who understood the Me- 
Nary-Haugen bill,” he said. “Gover- 
nor Smith has arranged for a survey 
of the situation by a capable econom- 
ist, and, if elected, he will be able to 


recommend an agricultural program 
which will win the support of the east 
and the applause of the west.” 

Raskob and his party, along with 
other demecrats, will leave tomorrow 
nigat for Hot Springs, Ark., to attend 
notification ceremonies for Senator 
Joseph T. Robinson, vice-presidential 
candidate. 

Raskob and Senator Peter 8S. Ger- 
ry, of Rhode Island, heard, studied 
and delved into the campaign situa- 
tion in eight middle western states in 
a series of state conferences arranged 
by Senator Harry B. Hawes, chair- 
man of the central regional division 
of the democratic national committee.

SPURS COOLIDGE 
~TONEW ECONOMY 


The President Will At- 
tempt To Wipe Out Red 
Balance of 94 Millions 
Before Next March. 


Superior, Wis., August 28.—()— 
Faced with an estimated treasury de- 
ficit of $94,000,000 at the end of the 
current fiscal year, President Cool- 
idge will take stringent measures to 
reduce government expenditures dur- 
ing the remainder of his administra- 
tion even further than they already 
have been. 

Upon returning to Washington about 
the middle of next month, the chief 
executive intends to consult immedi- 
ately with his cabinet officers and 
heads of independent government bu- 
reaus to determine how expenditures 
may be curtailed even below what was 
allowed them in the budget. 

Mr. Coolidge will keep the estimated 
deficit in mind in compiling the budget 
for the fiscai year 1930. 

Turning from consideration of the 
deficit, President Coolidge was cheered 
today by reports from Senator Arthur 
Capper, of Kansas, and former Sen- 
ator Irvine L. Lenroot, of Washington, 
who said that Herbert Roover was 
daily increasing in popularity with 
the electorate.

Geneva, August 28.—(/)—The es- 
sence of the provisional naval agree- 
ment between France and Great 
Britain is, in the opinion of French 
circles expressed to the Associated 
Press today, that an attempt should 
be made to reach an international 
agreement limiting the construction 
of large cruisers and large submarines 
but that for the moment limitation 
of smaller units should not be at- 


tempted. 

In thus summarizing the accord, 
French circles denied categorically 
that the agreement contains any se- 
cret clauses and they joined British 
quarters in characterizing as untrue 
reports that it provides for associated 
French and British fleets. 

Replies Awaited. 

France and Great Britain stil) 
await replies from the United States, 
Italy and Japan before publishing the 
text, and M. Loudon, Netherland’s 
minister to France and president of 
the preparatory disarmament commis- 
sion, is awaiting the results of corre- 
spondence between the five naval pow- 
ers involved before deciding upon the 
date of the next meeting of the com- 
mission. 

The accord is described here as an 
effort to achieve something possible 
and practical by continuing what is 
regarded as the underlying idea of the 
Washington naval conference, the lim- 
itation of powerful and offensive 
naval fighting machines. 

Nothing Final. 

In British quarters it was empha- 
sized that there is nothing final in 
the accord with France. It was ex- 
plained that the agreement was placed 
before the other naval powers in the 
hope that it would be accepted as the ’ 
basis of a discussion by the disarm- 
ament commission end, assuming that 
it is eventually accepted by the com- 
mission, can only go forward as a 
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wick to meet the New York pastor. 
He had not received a reply from Stra- 
ton at a late hour tonight. 

Hardwick, in a recent statement, 
declared Protestant pastors were using 
the prohibition issue as a cloak for 
their attack on the democratic presi- 
dential nominee, when, in reality, their 
opposition was due to religious an- 
tagonism because Governor Smith is 
a communicant in the Roman Catholic 
church.

The text of the telegram sent to 
Straton by Griffin: 

“You are advertised to speak here 
September 3 against the candidacy of 
Governor Smith. Since this is not to 
be a pulpit address and in view of 
the fact that you have offered to de- 
bate issues of the campaign, the demo- 
erats of this country challenge you to 
a division of time with Honorable 
Thomas W. Hardwick, of Georgia 
Kindly advise if you will accept.” - 

Upehureh declared tonight that he 
would not consent to a joint debate 
between Straton and Hardwick.

Soviets Included, 
Sign Pact 


Bhasin Holds Attention 
of World in Regard to 
Possible Spurning of 
Anti-War Treaty. 


SIGNERS PREPARE 
TO RETURN HOME 


Flood of Telegrams Are 
Received in Paris From 
Officials and Countries, 
Congratulating Leaders. 


BY RALPH HEINZEN. 

Paris, August 28.—(United Néws.) 
Messages from every part of the world 
have definitely indicated the favor 
with which*the Briand-Kellogg treaty 
to outlaw war has been received and 
tonight interest was centered in Mos- 
cow, where the soviet union appears 
as the only cloud on the otherwise 
peaceful horizon. 

Russia and 44 other nations have 
been invited to adhere to the. pact 
which was signed by plenipotentiaries 
of 15 powers here Monday. But 
many observers look with apprehén- 
sion upon the situation which makes 
soviet adherence almost necessary to 
successfully complete the “great ges- 
ture” toward universal peace. ' 

Russian Is Silent. 

The French ambassador at Moscow 
transmitted to M. M. Litvinoff, as- 
sistant soviet commissar of foreign 
affairs, the invitation of France, to 
adhere immediately after the signing. 
Litvinoff, was non-committal but ask- 
ed for full correspondence concerning 
the treaty and for a list of nations 
which have been invited. 

Several plenipotentiaries here free- 
ly admitted the pact will be greatly 
affected by the decision from Mos- 
cow—where. months ago a_ proposal 
to eliminate all armaments was origi- 
nated and placed before a stunned 
disarmament conference. 

Reception Is Held. 

The diplomats and delegates of the 

powers which met here Monday were 


attending a final round of entertain- 
ments tonight before the general ex- 
odus Wednesday. After wandering 
through the Marie Artoinette and 
other famous salons at the luxurious 
summer palace this afternoon, the 
plenipotentiaries and diplomats return- 
ed to Paris for a municipa] reception 
at the Hotel de Ville. 

The same program which was made 
famous last year by visiting aviators 
from America will be followed. The 
diplomats -will sign their names in the 
gold book and attend a musical pro- 
gram. 

American Secretary Kellogg has 
slightly changed his plans and ex- 
pects to leave Havre aboard the 
cruiser Detroit Wednesday noon for 
Dublin. He will reach Port Kings- 
town Thursday noon. 

Stresemann Leaves. 

Foreign Minister Stresemann, of 
Germany, left here at noon today for 
Baden Baden under orders of his phy- 
sician. Stresemann had been particu- 
larly exhausted by his conversation 
with Premier Poincare Monday morn- 
ing when it was believed important 
Franco-German issues were taken up. 

The foreign office issued a com- 
munigque today announcing that the 
Briand-Kellogg pact would be effeec- 
tive only when the 15 signatory na- 
tions have ratified it. Notifications 
of the expected ratification will he 
sent to Washington but meanwhile all 
other nations invited to adhere to the

WILSON'S PRNCPLES 
ARE URGED A PARLE 


Berlin, August 28.—(#)—The charge 
that self-determination of nations is a 
mere political slogan that does not 
exist in fact, was made at the closing 


session of the conference of the inter- 
parliamentary union here today by 
Professor Walter Schueking, of Ger- 
many, chairman of the congress and a 
noted authority of international law. 

He urged a return to the prineiple 
of self-determination .enunriated by 
President Wilson in his famous 1+ 
points and, amid applause, declared: 

“Unless we are willing to solve 
this most difficult problem in an ad- 
vanced way, with due regard to the 
vital necessities of peoples, all the 
Kellogg pacts will not suffice to safe- 
guard peace.” 

Senator Henri La Fontaine, of Bel- 
gium, chairman of the union’s juridical] 
commission, presented the commission’s 
resolution which declares among other 
things that the relations between 
states must be governed by the same 
principles as the relations between in- 


unqualified right of self-determination, 
that every dispute between 


be settled by juridical means. The 
resolution also declared that the inde- 


that territorial modifications may only 


national law and on the basis of the 
freely-expressed will of the nations con- 
cerned, 

The Belgian senator deplored the 
fact “that new states which formerly 
espoused self-determination now do not 
recognize this right for the minorities 
within their boundries.”

United States ahd Canada strove to- 
gether today to obtain the widest kind 
of publicity concerning the manufac- 
ture of armanents. 

Their representatives, Ambassador 
Hugh Wilson for the United States, 
and Dr. D. A. Riddell for Canada, 
voiced their disapproval of a draft 
project reported to the commission 
which is trying to frame a convention 
for the control and manufacture of 
arms, on the ground that it did not 
go far enough. 

Both delegates favored giving the 
same publicity to arms manufactured 
by governments as to arms made in 
private factories. . 

Dr. Riddell declared that countries 
depending largely on private manu- 
facture should not be expected to 
furnish statistics if countries depend- 
ing upon governmental manufacture 
were permitted to withhold such fig- 
ures.

NEW OWL FIELDS

fields valued at $100,000,000 have 
been discovered in California and in 
several gulf states through the medium

M. Jansky, Jr., in charge of radio 
work at the University of Minnesota. 
The Minneapolis man was in Wash- 
ington today to urge favorable action 
by the government on sixty applica- 
tions for construction permits for 
radio stations to be used by the oil 
industry im connection with geoplysi- 
cal explorations,

ture to determine its composition and 
to locate mineral deposits. “The ge- 
ologist and the engineer.” said Dr. 
Jansky, “are rapidly replacing the man 
with the divining rod.” The success 
already achieved with radio in locat- 
ing petroleum deposits was said to 
hold great promise also for finding 
other mineral substances like iron and 
copper.

New York, August 28.—Another ex- 
plorer will leave this city in Septem- 
ber to match forces with the Brazilian 
wilderness that swallowed up Colonel 
P. H. Faweett, his son, Jack, and 
their companion, Raleigh Rimmel, 
and through j$owhich Commander 
George M. Dyctt is now fighting his 
way out. . 

J. Tozzi Calvao, Brazilian engineer 
and explorer, announced today his ap- 
pointment by the Brazilian govern- 
ment to lead a party of scientists 
down a 900-mile long river, as yet 
unnamed and on most maps unmarked, 
but which is known by rubber gather- 
ers to empty into the lower Madeira 
river, a tributary of the Amazon. 

This river, three-fourths of a mile 


in the mountains on the central west- 


erly from the Xingu river, down which 
Commander Dyott is now making his 


survey, photograph and chart the riv- 
er and the adjoining country. 
Js Indian Country. 

The expedition will pass through a 
region occupied by two unknown 
tribes of Indians. Mr. Calvao does 
not expect any trouble with them, al- 
thought he admits there is always the 
possibility of trouble, 

“The Indians are like children,” Mr. 
Calvao said. “On my trip with Com- 
mander Dyott we encountered a tribe 
who told us that the people of the 
other side of the river were cannibals. 
They warned us not to sleep there. 
These Indians appeared to be very 
friendly but when we started to porta- 
age through their country, to avoid 
the dangerous rapids fore us, we 
found an arrow stuck in the trail. 
Commander Dyott decided to risk the 
river rather than take a chance with 
the Indians. 

“Colonel Fawcett never had trouble 
with Indians during his many years 
in South America. He had a small 
party, which generally is safer than a 
larger one. Yet he is reported to 
have been killed by the Indians,

And for these two 
powerful causes of the crime flood 
and its costs there is but one 
remedy —the aroused conscience 
and action of the popular majority 
in the community.

The’ party will travel in portable, 
folding boats. The scientific staff 


will be completely equipped to map,

To Encounter “Wild” Indians. 

“I’d rather take a chance with the 
purely wild Indians, those who have 
never seen a white man. It is this 
sort that we will encounter on the 
nameless river.” 

Mr. Calvao, who is on the staff of 
the Brazilian consul in New York, 
has had long experience in the Ama- 
zonian wilderness. In April, 1923, 
while hunting the “Pe de Garrafa” or 
bottle-foot monkey, which is believed 
by the natives to be a man-eater, Mr. 
Calvao and tis companion, Carlos 
Reith, were attacked by a male and 
female of this huge species. 

Mr. Calvao fired into the female’s 
chest at close range. She rushed at 
him as if untouched. He fired-a 
second shot between the eyes. She 
wrenched his rifle away and broke it 
in two as she collapsed. The ex- 
plorer fainted from loss of blood and 
shock. 

When Mr. Calvao revived he search- 
ed for his companion, who had been 
attacked by the male. He found 
Reith’s rifle. The great ape’s tracks 
looked as if they had been made by 
pressing a bottle into the ground. 
Twenty feet further, Mr. Calvao found 
his companion’s headless body. From 
the jungle beyond he could hear the 
diminishing roar of the Pe de Garrafa 
as it disappeared bearing the head of 
the unfortunate Reith. 

The Calvao expedition will leave 
civilization at the town of Vilhene in 
the Matto Grosso. The trip is expect- 
ed to last eight or ten months.

TRACES OF FAMILY 


An endowment fund of between $1.- 
000,000 and $2,000,000 is waiting for 
the University of Georgia when the 
last grand-nephew and grand-niece of 


a former professor there has been 
dead 21 years. This fact was re- 
ealled Tuesday with the opening of a 
quest for the dead man’s relatives, in 
an effort to make the college's claim 
to the money entirely legal. 

According to the will of Charles F. 
McCay, who was a mathemetics pro- 
fessor at the university.e and who 
died in 1883. the accumulated interest 
and principal on $7.000 will became 
the property of the Athens institu- 
tion 21 years after the death of the 
last grandchild of his eigh: sisters 
and brothers. This eecentric will of 
a man who was a mathematical gen- 
ius was written in order to allow the 
small fund to grow inte a sizeabie 
fortune for the university. 

At the death of Professor McCay 
his &7.000 worth of railroad bonds 
was transferred to bonds of the state 
of Georgia, drawing 7 per cent com- 
pouml interest. The sum now 
amounts to $125,000, and will con- 
tinue to grow for at least another 50 
years, It is a legal requirement that 
all the descendants of McCays family 
be traced and official forms telling 
of their decease be secured before 
the money becomes the property of 
the school. 

Officials at Georgia University have 
neglects" to Keep track of the de- 
scendants, T. W. Reed, secretary, 
stated at the meeting, but while there 
is still opportunity efforts will be 
made to trace the members of the 
family, who are scattered throu; hout 
the country.

FEMINISTS FOLED 
ATPEAGE PARLEY 


Rambouillet, France, August 28.— 
(?)—Doris Stevens, American feminist 
leader, at the head of a group of eight 
women, put unexpected color into a 
lunch given by President Doumergue 
to Secretary of State Kellogg and 
other signers of the Kellogg-Briand 
pact today by trying to make her way 
into the presence of the president in 
behalf of the equal rights case. 

Miss Stevens herself and three of 
her colleagues lunched on sandwiches, 
beer and mineral water at the police 
station, having been conducted there 
with some vigor by officers attached 
to the presidency because two of them, 
Miss Stevens and Mrs. Loring Pick- 
ering, had left their identity cards at 
home. Betty Gramswing, of Portland, 
Ore., and the wife of an English cor- 
respondent, an ardent sympathizer, 
was taken along because she refused 
to move on when ordered. The fourth 
woman to throw in her lot with the 
Americans was Fanny Bunand, a 
French agitator for “women’s rights.” 

The women were released about half 
past three o'clock after all President 
Doumergue’s guests had gone. They 
went back to Paris. Secretary Kel- 
logg and Ambassador Herrick, as well 
as others of the president's guests, 
were unaware of the incident. 

A group composed of Miss Stevens, 
Mrs. Pickering, Mrs, Swino, Miss Bun- 
and, Maria Loschi, of Italy; Miss 
Nimi Flock, and Madame Van Hedern, 
of Germany, with Madames Auscaler 
and Netter, of France, arrived before 
the gates of the presidential chateau 
just as Secretary Kellogg's car drove 
up. They unfurled a banner on which 
was inscribed: “We demand an equal 
rights treaty.” 

Banner Guarded By Flags. 


One end of the banner was guarded 
by a woman holding an Amefican 
flag and another woman with the 
Trench colors was on the other ex- 
tremity. A police officer on duty at 
the Rambouillet chateau made a run- 
ning jump and grabbed the banner, 
handing it to a gendarme and order- 
ing the group of women to disperse. 
The women stood their ground and the 
officer confiscated the flag, repeating 
his order that they move on. 

The answer this time was a forward 
movement toward the chateau gate. 
Another plainclothes man came up, 
put his broad chest in the way and 
the advance was checked. Thereupon 
the officer demanded the occasion for 
what he called “this most untimely 
and ill advised manifestation.” 


Miss Stevens Explains. 


Miss Stevens replied that the com- 
mittee on international action of the 
National Woman’s party of the United 
States, of which she is chairman, was 
bent on seeing President Doumergue, 
and presenting to him au unproposed 
treaty to establish the legal equality 
of men and women throughout the 
world. 

“Who are you and where do you 
come from?” the officer asked. 

“From America, from England, 
from Germany, from Italy and even 
from France,” was the reply. 

“Well,” retorted the officer, “let 
those not French understand that one 
does not call on the president of the 
republic in this manner. Let them 
take their banners and unfurl them 
at home if they want to, but they can- 
not be tolerated here,’ ? 

The result of this was another vig- 
orous push toward the gate, thereupon 
the women were asked for their iden- 
tification papers. 

Miss Stevens and Mrs. 
had left theirs at home. 


Arrest Is Ordered. 


“Take them. to the police station,” 
was the order. 

Miss Stevens and her colleagues 
communicated their plight to friendly 
spirits outside through a window. Re- 
freshments were smuggled in and by 
the same means the feminists made 
known their side of the case. They 
complained that the officers manhan- 
dled them and showed black and blue 
marks on their wrists and arms to 
prove excesgive energy on the part 
of the gendarmes and decectives. 

The women’s side of the case, as 
presented by Miss Stevens, was as fol- 
lows: 

“We tried to take this opportunity 
to present to the plenipotentiaries here 
assembled an equal rights treaty for 
signature. We want to raise the 
status of women throughout the world 
by means of an international agree- 
ment, 

‘“Lreaties which abolish subjection 
in any form are the ones most precious 
to humanity and the most enduring. 
The whole world rejoiced when the 
anti-slavery treaty was signed and 
the human rights of a race were estab- 
lished. The whole world rejoices to- 
day because a treaty, outlawing war, 
has been signed. Again this treaty 
raises the dignity and status of hu- 
man beings. The equal rights treaty, 
which we propose, takes its place be- 
side those two great treaties. It is 
even greater. Under its terms, one- 
half of the human race is affected 
and the dgnity of the whole sex will 
be raised through usefulness and 
greater beauty. This treaty is an 
affirmation of life in protest against 
death,” ) 


NORWAY APPROVES

HITS SUNDAY LAWS 


Sunday Yaws were the target of 
Benjamin G. Wilkinson, Ph. D. Dean 
of Theology of Washington Missionary 
college, Washington, D. C., at a re- 
ligious . liberty rally meeting of 
Seventh-day Adventists at their an- 
nual conference and camp meeting 
Tuesday night. 

The Lord’s Day Alliance and the 
National Reform association, both 
protestant organizations manned by 
ministers of the leading protestant 
denominations, were chapged with at- 
tempting to’overthrow the constitution 
of the* United States and usher in 
the union of church and state. Aec- 
cording to Dr. Wilkinson, Article 2 
of the Constitution of the National Re- 
form association sets forth the follow- 
ing? 
eThe object of this society shal] be 
to secure such an amendment to the 
constitution of the United States as 
will declare the nation’s allegiance to 
Jesus Christ and its accepance of the 
moral laws of the Christian religion. 
and so indicate that this is a christian 
nation, and place all christian laws, 


institutions, and usages of our govern- 
ment on an undeniably légal basis in 
the fundamental law of the land.” 

A bill was introduced into the house 
of representatives by Congressman 
pb try of Georgia, at the imstiga- 
tion of these organizations for the pur- 
pose of obtaining a Sunday rest law in 
the District of Columbia, according to 
Dr. Wilkinson. “This Sunday law 
which he sought the reformers declare 
will be a model Sunday law for all 
America,” Dr. Wilkinson went on to 
say. “And if liberty loving Americans 
had not been alert this law would have 
been passed during the ‘last session of 
congress.” : 

“Sunday laws are unjust,” Dr. Wil- 
kinson declared, “because. they are 
contrary to the first amendment of 
the constitution, which is the bulwark 
of American freedom. It is a type of 
religious legislation. Sunday has no 
distinction from any other day except 
the religious distinction given it, The 
one day’s rest in seven idea has not 
a civil, but religious origin. Sunday 
laws are the product of religious legis- 
lation of Pagan Rome in the days of 
the Emperor Constantine in 321 A. D. 


“Sunday laws are unjust because 
they attempt to settle the age-long con- 
troversy as to which day is the Sab- 
bath, giving the advantage to the Sun- 
day side of the question. There are 
in this country four classes of people 
affected by Sunday laws, namely: 
Those that keep no day; those that 
keep Friday; those that keep Satur- 


‘day, and those that keep Sunday as a 


day of rest. It compels those that 
keep no day, and who are in the ma- 
jority in this country to keep a day 
contrary to their convictions and 
wishes. It causes the Friday-keepers, 
and the Saturday-keepers to keep two 
days, and lose one-sixth of their time 
upon which they depend to earn a live- 
lihood, and causes them to suffer 
many inconveniences and to be subject 
to arrest and imprisonment for con- 
science sake. It compels thousands of 
Sunday keepers to observe the day, not 
according to the dictates of their con- 
science, but according to the dictates 
of a few preachers and politicians.”

ON HIGHWAY SITUATION 


Milledgeville, Ga., August 28.— 
(Special.)—J. Howard Ennis, former 
president of the state senate, and for 
many years a representative in the 
legislature from Baldwin county, has 
written a letter to Governor L. G. 
Hardman suggesting that if the state- 
ments made by him on Sunday in re- 
gard to the highway situation in Geor- 
gia are true, he ought to immediately 
call an extra session of the legisla- 
ture before the September primary. 


The letter is as follows: 
‘‘Dear Governor: Pardon my intrusion, 


but reading your account of the condition 
of the hirghbway department this morning, 
I am forced to realize the seriousness of 
the situation and want to know why we 
Georgians continue to allow this  condi- 
tion not only prevail, but grow worse each 
day. Only a few weeks ago, a statement 
carried by the dailies gave the amount as 
stated by you to be $30,000,000 indebted- 
ness for the department. Today you state 
it is $35,000,000. What an enormous amount 
and you state that it is gross extravagance 
and unwarranted expenditure of the peoples’ 
money. If this is true, why not at once 
call an extra @session of the legislature. 
Go into this gross extravagance and if 
found true, there is not a man in the 
legislature who .would not stand for the 
removal of Holder. Would a true Georgian 
anywhere stand for it? 

“If the highway department is in this 
condition, how do they ever expect to pay? 
I any told they owe Baldwin county around 
$40,000. I was told just a few days ago 
by a member of a gravel firm that the 
department owed his concern around $40,- 
000 for gravel. He wanted to know what 
I thought of the account. My reply was, 
that if any man, corporation or state owed 
me $40,000 and owed $30,000,000 to others, 
as has been stated by you, that I would 
not value the account very much and that 
is my position today.

with ‘current expenses running far above 
this, how can the amount ever be paid?

So why not 
call an extra session and save the state? 
If by an expenditure of $75,000 or 
$100,000 (wouldn’t require that much) for 
an extra session you can save perhaps $30,- 
000,000, why wouldn't it be worth while? 

‘I tell you, Governor, if this is a true 
situation and it appears to be, if your 
statement from Slate is correct, the state 
of Georgia is in an alarming condition and 
I appeal to you not to wait until after the 
primary, but call the session now and 
have that body in session just as quick 
as the law permits and let us save the 
grand old state from destruction. This 
is no matter for either side to flirt with 
for votes. Too much money involved and 
the honor of our state is involved. In my 
mind, if I had been in your position, re- 
gardiess of two years ago campaign pledges, 
I would have called that extra session 
long before now. In such a case as this, 
if it is true, you will have no senate bloc 
to hold you. If Holder’s inefficiency is 
proven, every man in the state senate will 
yote to remove him.

This edict was passed down Tues- 
day by’ the ordinance committee of 
city council, and will go to council 
for approval Monday. Councilman 
Ellis B. Barrett, of the fifth ward, 
chairman, presided. ; 

Under the terms of the’ new ordi- 
nance, hogs and pigs cannot be kept 
nearer than 300 feet to any residence. 
The paper came to the committee 
with a favorable recommendation of 
the sanitary committee of council. 

A proposal to revise the sanitary 
tax affecting apartment houses was 
referred back to the sanitary commit- 
tee for a report. At present the tax 
is $83 a year per house, but the pro-

The paper came to the commit- 
tee with no notation or recommenda- 
tion from the sanitary body and it 
was sent back for an expression of 
attitude of the sanitary committee re- 
garding the revision.

_ Overweight is not infrequently asso- 

ciated with sterility. It used to be 
believed that the mechanical factor 
of the fat in all of the tissues had 
something to do with this. This still 
may be possible, but the newer re- 
search work on nutrition has shown 
that diets which are lacking in vita- 
mins may also bring on sterility. It 
has even been discovered that there 
IS a specific vitamin which has more 
to do with fertility than others—the 
vitamin E, which is contained in 
wheat germ oil, whole wheat, lettuce. 
and in lesser quantities in the other 
fruits and vegetables. According to 
this work, then, the unbalanced diet 
which brings on overweight has a 
large share in the cause of sterility. 

Those who are overweight habitu- 
ally eat too heavily of starches, sug- 
ars and fats, and even though they 
do get a good proportion ‘of the vita- 
mins, the excess foods dilute them so 
that there really is a deficiency. 

We have had dozens of letters from 
women who had despaired of ever 
having children and were made don- 
bly happy by reducing their weight 
and the advent of a baby.

This makes me remember that I 
had quite a number of letters recent- 
ly asking for a diet which will pre- 
vent sterility. It is the well-known 
balanced diet, which includes two 
glasses of milk in some form, or its 
equivalent in cheese (for calcium and 
complete protein), one and one-half 
to two pounds of fruits and vegeta- 
bles, part of them raw (for vitamins 
and mineral elements), some eggs and 
nuts or flesh food for more protein: 
whole grain cereals and breads and 
butter and cream for the energy foods 
and more protein, vitamins and min- 
eral elements, and only sufficient. of 
these, with desserts, to keep the 
weight normal, 

There are other reasons for steril- 
ity besides improper diet, of course, 
but we are sure now that an improper 
diet can .bring it on.

Washington, August 28.—(/)—The 


United States board of mediation an- 
nounced today that an agreement had 
been reached by the executive officers 
of the Order of Railway Conductors 
and the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainien and the railroads of the 
western territory in the dispute be- 
tween them involving rates of pay and 
certain rules. 

Final approval of the agreement is 
subject to ratification by the asso- 
ciations of general committees of the 
western territory. 

Should approval be denied by the 
employee associations or general com- | 
mittees of the western territory, the | 
board said, the dispute would con- 
tinue to exist and would have to be 
treated in accordance with law. 

Meanwhile, the board said, the em- 
ployee organizations haye agreed to a 
provision insuring the president and 
the board of mediation a reasonable 
opportunity to proceei under the law, 
<o far as the calling of a strike, be- 
fore any further action has been ini- 
tiated on the part of the employees.

Were Roger Wethered, crack 
British amateur golfer, to describe 
his short pitch over an interven- 
ing hazard to the pin, he would 
tell you that he grips the club 
with firm fingers, but with loose 
wrists. Stiff wrists would kill 
the shot for him. 

Note the two sketches above. 
For his usual] irons the shaft 
runs straight down to the ball. 
But for this pitch with mashie- 
niblie he needs more lott on the 
face of his club. He gets it by 
hollowing the left wrist. ‘This is 
done by bending it in at the joint. 
This also causes the shaft to 
slope well back from the ball and 
insures that the head of the club 
is going to meet the ball in ad- 
vance of the hands on the down- 
swing. Wethered is after both 
elevation and what, for lack of 
a better name, we must call a 
sliced cut. In other words. he 
is going to swing the face of his 
club under and across the ball 
from outside the line.

Author Makes 
Criticism Of 
Tilden’s Case 


Samuel Merwin Directs 
Slashing Charges at Offi- 
cials of U. S. L. T. A. 


Boston, August 28.—(4)—Samuel 
Merwin, author, today issued a state- 
ment criticising the executive commit- 
tee of the United States Lawn Tennis 
association for barring William T. 
Tilden, 2d, for violating the player- 
writer rule. Merwin is a friend of 
Tilden’s and a close follower of tennis. 
His statement follows: 

“Tt seems to me high time for some- 
body to speak up with a little plain 
sense on this Tilden business. 

“The spectacle of an oversolem 
nized body of tennis officials in con. 
clave, charging, fulminating, spread- 
ing personal calumny like nothing on 
earth but a school of cuttle fish emit- 
ting sepia, is disturbing to honest 
sportsmanship and distressing to the 
sense of humor. 

“Mr. Tilden is accused of writing 
for the press. What of it? He writes 
interestingly and well. With pen and 
racquet he has done more for the game 
than any other player or group of 
players that ever lived. Probably the 
old British leisure class notion of 
amateurism will never work out in 
terms of the American temperament. 
But taking the sport as we find it I 
doubt if there is one among them all, 
players and ‘officials,, who approaches 
Bill Tilden’s fine and enthusiastic 
amateur spirit, or one who has so 
wholeheartedly, or at such cost toe 
himself, given his best to the game. 

“The present conflict appears, to 
the reasonably well informed observer, 
to be misleading. It isn't honestly a 
question of amateurism. That, in Amer- 
ica, is a subtle and complicated prob- 
lem which the gentlemen of the U. 3. 
L. T. A. have never comprehensively 
faced. It is, I should say, politics, 
that curious initial attack, carefully 
held back until President Collom and 
Chairman Wear were out on the high 
seas, could not fail to disgust those 
who knew even a little of conditions. 
There are men, no longer in power im 
the United States Lawn Tennis as- 
sociation, who would relish resuming 
the reins. It is fun to run a show and, 
as all of us know who have looked 
into the relationship between business 
and publicity, it is far from unprof 
itable. 

“Then Tilden is fair game, of course 
—has been for years—because he has 
had the courage to speak out for the 
mere players. Now the player is sup 
posed to keep quiet and do what he’s 
told. Certainly those who do in spite 
of a thousand odd and persistent and 
almost Inudicrously obvious little facts 
never find their amateur status in 
question. Or if those others are even 
admonished it is done most incon- 
spicuously. [I have not known of an 
instance in recent years. 

“Oh for o better sort of sportsman- 
ship in the U. S. 4 T. Ax! and oh for 
a sense of humor!”

Meadows, in the major league for 
14 years, is another victim of that 
arch-foe of diamond stars—sinus trou- 
ble. Meadows has suffered off and 
on With this complaint for several 
years. This year he has been prac- 
tically useless to the Pirates. He nas 
won only one game this season and 
appeared in but one or two others. 
It has been his failure to deliver that 
has been responsible in part at least 
for the difficulty the Pirates have ex- 
perienced in trying to get ‘nto the 
runhing. Last year he won 19 games 
and lost 10 and was an important 
cog in the pennant winning machine 
Donie Bush developed. 

Meadows, born at Oxford, N. C.,, 


in 1894, started his vrofessional base- 
ball career with Durham of the Caro- 
linas association in 1913. After two 
years with Durham he was sold to 
the St. Louis Cardinals for whom he 
toiled for nearly five years. In 1919 
he was traded to the Phillies and 
then to the Pirates in 1923. In that 
deal Medows and Johnny Rawlings 
were exchanged for Cotton ‘Tierney 
and Glazner. With a first division 
team for the first time in his career, 
Meadows at once jumped into winning 
form. 

For the Pirates he never turned in 
a losing record. From 1923 to the 
start of the present season the bhe- 
spectacled right bander’s record show- 
ed SS victories and 54 defeats. 

For his 15 complete seasons of base- 
ball he had 187 victories to match 
179 defeats although most of his career 
was spent with second division clubs. 
He appeared twice in World Series, 
and was beaten both times. In 1925 
he pitched eight innings of the open- 
ing game against Walter Johnson, 
Washington eventually winning, 4 to 
1. He was matched against Herb Pen- 
nock, of the Yankees, in the third 
game of the 1927 series, retiring after 
6 1-3 innings, in a game which the 
Yankees won, 8 -to 1.

New York, Augus: 28.—(/)—Estab- 
ishment of a new high level for the 
year by United States Steel common 
featured the resumption of a broad up- 
ward movement in today’s stock mar- 
ket. Although a few weak spots crop- 
ped out here and there, final quota- 
tions disclosed.a preponderance of 
net gains, many of which ran from 2 
to 11 points. 

Trading started off at a slow pace 
but gathered momentum as the session 
progressed, the day’s sales again cross- 
ing 3,000,000 shares. 


“Money Squeeze.” 


Failure of the expected “money 
squeeze” to develop was an important 
factor in the day’s buying movement. 
Call money renewed at 71-2 per cent, 
as against 7 yesterday, and held 
steady at that figure all day. Call 
loans ran up to 8 per cent late yes- 
terday. Banks called $15,000,000, or 
more, in loans but these were easily 
replaced by the flow of interior funds. 

Establishment of a new low level 
for the year by sterling exchange re- 
vived hopes of a return flow of gold 
from Europe in the event of any fur- 
ther stiffening in money rates here. 
Wall street figures that each dollar 
in gold is the basis of $10 in credit. 

There was nothing in the day's 
news to explain the sudden spurt of 
nearly 4 points in Steel common to a 
new peak at 155. The stock has been 


in the belief that the recent 
stiffening in commodity prices and 
the expanding demand. for steel 
products would be reflected in higher 
earnings later in the year. 


Steels in Demand. 


Several of the independent steels 
also were in brisk demand, Central 
Alloy and Inland mounting to new 
high levels. 

The brisk advance in prices in the 
face of widespread predictions of an- 
other® upward flurry in monéy rates 
later in the week puzzled many vet- 
eran traders. (Operators working for 
high@r prices apparently acted on the 
theory that high money rates will only 
be temporary and that easier condi- 
tions will prevail when the September 
first dividend and interest payments 
return to the banks. 

“Bear” traders, who have been stub- 
bornly contesting the advance, were 
again forced to cover in some of the 
highly speculative issues. Interna- 
tional Nickel, which is believed to 
harbor a large short interest, ran up 
more than 9 points to a new high rec- 
ord at 112, closing at the top. 

Other Issues Rise. 

Other issues to push into new high 
ground were  Barnsdall A, Fleisch- 
mann,, Brockway Motors, Glidden, 
Eaton Axle, Commercial] Investment 
Trust, Loose Wiles Biscuit, American 
Beet Sugar, American Express, May 
Department Stores, Allis Chalmers, 
Otis Steel, Stanley Company of Ameri- 
ca and Davison Chemical, 

Curtiss and Wright each rallied 
about 5 points. Abraham & Straus, 
Brooklyn Union Gas, Commercial Sol- 
vents, R. H. Macy and United States

5 points or more.

There may have been a little selling 
on the relatively easy showing < the 
early cables from Liverpool, but the 
offerings were light and the murket 
soon steadied on the prospects for 
further showers in the south and the 
fear of increased insect damage. 

The buying was not active and 
there was enough selling to cause 
some irregularity during the morning, 
but bullish private crop advices con- 
ti ued to reach ihe trade, iucluding 
reports of heavy deterioration in some 
parts of Mississippi. 

The persistency of such complaints, 
co ‘bined with the outlook for fur- 
ther showers in eastern belt sections, 
came in for oensiderable comment and 
appeared to be promoting expectations 
ot comparatively low end-August con- 
ditions and crop figures. Buyit~ be- 
came a little more active as prices 
worked upward. Much of it was at- 
tributed to covering, but some trade 
and commission house demand also 
was reported in the later’ trading 
‘when October cuntracts sold up to 
19.07 and January to 18.90. 

Closing quotations were a_ few 
points off from the best under rez!- 
izing.

Advised by party leaders to use con-

| the oil business, then looked upon by 
Ema people as highly speculative. 
|His first job was with a pipe line 
company at Chambersville, Pa., and 
it was to count the pieces of pipe that 
were unloaded from the freight cars 
to the company’s trucks. Promotions 
were slow but he stuck it out, finally 
landing in California. He had a chance 
to enter the sales department of the 
Standard Oil of California, and he 
made a record. 


Then H. M. Tilford, one of the 
Standard oil leaders of his day, spot- 
ted Kingsbury and made him his as- 
sistant. Mr. Tilford was president of 
the Standard Oil Company of Califor- 
nia at that time. When J. A. Moffatt 
succeeded Mr. Tilford as head of the 
Standard Oil Company of California, 
he made Mr. Kingsbury his first as- 
sistant, and, then seven years later, 
in 1919, Kenneth R.j Kingsbury, at 
4°, was made president of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of California. 


When the company started in 1911 
it had a daily production of 8,500 
barrels, a refining capacity of 40,000 
barrels, a capital of $25,000,000, and 
net earnings of about $3,000,000. To- 
day this company has 147,000 barrels 
of daily production, with another 50,- 
000 barrels of potential shut-in; 160,- 
0OO barrels refining capacity, current 
assets in excess of $111,000,000, no 
funded debt or preferred stock, and 
net earning of about $40,000,000 a 
year. ) 

‘The most essential things in busi- 
ness, it seems to me,” said Mr. Kings- 
bury, “are sticking-to-it, loyalty and 
doing the best one can in spite of 
apparent discouragements.”’
